My uncle worked maintenance at a small coal-fired plant for Columbus & 
Southern Ohio Electric (CSOE, the Cumbersome Source of Electricity) about 
that time. He had an apprentice working for him one summer when they had to 
lay some cable to power some pump motors in a shed on the edge of the 
plant. They laid the cables in a tray about 200 feet long, with a bunch of 
other 3-phase lines. When they went to connect the cables to the motors 
they grounded and tagged the source ends of the cables inside the plant, 
then went to the shed to connect them to the motors. 


At one point my uncle dropped a bare end of the cable and it touched a 
grounded cage and sparked. Teh apprentice was about scared to death, 
thinking they were working on a live circuit even though he'd watched my 
uncle ground the cables at the other end. He even went inside to make sure 
somebody hadn't connected them up by mistake. 


The cables picked up enough juice through mutual coupling from the live 
lines in the tray to have a significant voltage on the other end. Too bad 
it wasn't enough to run the motor.

Hi Jeff, 


I don't have the SG-239 Smartuner but I have been using the SG-237 Smartuner 
for about 3 years now from two homes. The specifications are close except 
mine will go to 60 MHz, has a few more tuning combinations, lower power 
handling capability, and can be mounted outdoors. You can compare them at: 


http: //www.sgcworld.com/products/Couplers/family_features.htmi#specs 


I use mine at the base of my inverted-L which is about 20' up the side of 
the house and 40' horizontal out to the fence. I use it from 80m to 6m and 
it is a dream to use. When I change bands all I have to do is tap my 
paddles once and the antenna is tuned. Since the antenna has a relatively 
high impedance on all bands except for 80m it works well despite my poor 


ground system. Of course on 6m it my antenna has some pretty weird 
directional properties. With the tuner being at the base of my antenna the 
100' of RG-213 feeding it operates at a minimum of loss since everything is 
always in a matched condition. The system works very well for me. For 
example, I've worked into Asia and Alaska on 80m with it a 5 watts and it 
works like a champ on all the other bands too. It (the tuner) is supposed 
to work on 160m but I haven't tried it there. 


When I first got the unit I had problems using it at QRP levels despite the 
specifications declaring that it would work down to 3 watts. SGC requested 
that I return the unit to them after a quick response on their part. They 
"repaired" the unit and returned it back to me in a short time. I haven't 
had a problem with it since. 


The only other drawback to the SGC tuners is that they don't use latching 
relays. In other words, they draw current the entire time they are in 
operation. In my case here at home that was a none issue. All in all I 
think you will be very happy with the SG-239 tuner if you decide to go that 
route.

Hi gang, 


I've been using the 88ft doublet as my portable 'vacation' antenna for the 
last two years and have erected it at many different heights using a V, 
inverted V and flat horizontal configuration. I use #26 hookup wire with 
plastic buttons as the center and end insulators and a 300 ohm twinlead 
feedline about 70 feet long. With a slingshot and some fishline, I can get 
it installed in under a half hour just about anywhere I go. Guess what? It 
works well under all kinds of conditions. I've made contacts on 40 and 20 
meters when it was only 16 feet off the ground and I've made contacts with 
it mounted at 60 feet. In July, I made contacts on 15, 20, 30 and 40 meters 
all in the same day, different times of course. One evening I worked an XE2 
in Mexico from northern Minnesota with a 589 report on 30 meters. 


Having experimented with this antenna for awhile, I do have some 
observations about it's performance. First, I agree with Stuart Rohre that 
the inverted V format really works. I generally get out with better signal 
reports with it configured that way than I do when it is horizontal and it 
doesn't work nearly as well for me when mounted in a 'V' mode. Sometimes the 
trees aren't in the right spot so you have live with what you can get. I've 
tried all three configurations on the same day, same location, same basic 
height at the feedpoint and I just get better results with the inverted V 
format. Yes, it is a great multi-band antenna if you have a tuner. I use the 
Kanga Super Tee and have no trouble loading the antenna on anything from 40 
and up. I haven't tried it on 80 meters yet. I carry the antenna, a 
feedline, the slingshot and nylon twine in an old tennis shoe box that I 
throw in the trunk of the car. It's just an easy-to-use antenna that works 
great in all kinds of placements. 


One other observation is that the far field ground makes a difference and 

when the antenna is placed on the north side of lake and you are trying to 
make contacts to the south, it is hard to get out even when the antenna is 
up at 50-60 feet. I can make contacts to the southeast and the southwest, 

but when I have to go straight south across a large lake, it's hard to be 

heard. We all know that freshwater isn't a great reflector :-) 


In addition to the 88ft doublet, I also use whatever is handy. You may have 


read my earlier post this week about the pontoon vertical. When I got home 
from vacation, I didn't have time to put the 88ft doublet back up, but I had 
a 20 meter dipole made out of hook-up wire and a short 15 foot section of 
300 ohm twin lead that came in through the second story window. The antenna 
was on top of my first story sun deck so it was actually below my kK2 
operating station. One leg was at a 90 degree angle to the other and I 
worked from Austin, Tx to Albuquerque, NM and had a nice 20 minute ragchew 
with a 549 signal report. Moral of the story is to get some wire in the air 
and start calling. With good propagation, you will have a great time and 
meet some wonderful operators. When the propagation gods frown, the 88ft 
doublet mounted at 60 feet isn't going to work very well with 5 watts so 
plug in the soldering iron, take someone to a movie or read a good book 
until the band opens up again.

Hi Wayne: 


I'm sorry to hear about your frustration! That is oftentimes the way 
it works out when beginning to operate QRP. However, your opening 
sentence caught my attention: 


"IT am trying to run QRP with a OHR Explorer and am not 
having any luck I can hear others on the air weak but 
I can hear them" 


You didn't say if they are weak on both the TS690 and the OHR. This 
is a key point. The TS690 probably can be trusted to "hear" most 
anything unless a static build-up or lightening strike killed its 
front-end on the receiver. The TS690 has got to be hearing some 
strong stations -- IF anyone else is on! I'd suggest listening on 40m 
at different times during the day, several days running. If the TS690 
does not hear any strong stations, then your antenna is the problem. 


But if you are listening just on 7040, that also could be your problem. Even 
QRP'rs spread away from 7040 +/-4kHz. Sometimes 7040 is crowded 
with VXO/XTAL rigs, other times it is dead. 


For me, using a 30m dipole, there's hardly a time, except during the 
10am to about 4pm period in the sumemr, that I can't hear strong signals 
on 40m, all year around. 


What kind of antenna system are you using? Feedline type and tuner? 
I hope we all can help you get cookin'!

Q-dope is a glue or coating of some sort applied typically to coils to aid 
in protecting and keeping the windings fixed in place and is comprised of 
material suitable for use at RF and which does not degrade or minimally 
degrades the Q of coils treated in such manner. 


I believe that most commercial product is a solution of polystyrene in some 
kind of solvent. You can "homebrew" your own by dissolving bits of 
polystyrene, such as Styrofoam (R), in methyl ethyl ketone (MEK). Many 
people also make do with fingernail polish (paint), various spray paints and 
sO on.

Hi All, 
Finally got around to converting an SMK-1 to 20 Meters. 


As part of the conversion, I included several "Mods" that have proved out 
over time, and also incorporated a 10 DB RF Preamp into the receiver while 
still retaining the diode T/R switching and the receiver's tuned input. The 
Transmitter's "Modified Stock" output is just over 500 Milliwatts. 


The VXOs, with the extended Transmitter VXO "Mod", and appropriate other 
changes in both the TX and RX VXOs, tunes from 14053.5 to 14061.5 Khz, which, 
while not as wide as one might like, was left a little narrow so as not to 
pull the 14060 Khz crystal completely below the QRP calling frequency. 


Reports on the transmitter's signal quality have been very favorable, and the 
receiver, with its built in 10 DB Preamp, is sensitive enough to pull out 
weak QRP signals. 


My first contact with the little SMK20 was with Ricardo, XE2RN/QRP, in La 
Paz, Mexico, who gave me a 559 report. He had solid copy all the way, as did 
I. Ricardo was running 5 Watts. Last evening I had a solid QSO with Jay, 
W5JAY, in Fort Smith, Arkansas, which was very exciting for me as it was our 
first on-the-air contact. Jay was running 5 Watts. 


Next came Don, K5QK, in Louisiana, who started out at 4.5 Watts, dropped down 


to 1 Watt, and then down to 500 Milliwatts to match my TX output. He was 
still Q5 and solid copy for the rest of our QSO, which went on for another 
5-7 minutes with both of us at the 500 Milliwatt level. That certainly 
speaks to the sensitivity of the receiver. 


I am in the process of completing an article on the conversion and the "Mods" 
involved, for publication in QRPp. The article will probably be on the 
NorCal page as well. 


Any or all of the "Mods" involved can be easily applied to the Tuna Tin 2 
transmitter and to the MRX40 or similar receiver. 


Further projects include "Modding" the rig to make it a two-bander, either a 
20/30 Meter combo, or a 30/40 Meter combo. Also, for those of you who 
missed out on the run of SMK-1 kits from NorCal, I am working on an article 
describing the building of an updated SMK-1 in a combination of "Ugly" and 
"Manhattan" style with full sized parts. Stay tuned. 


In the meantime, hope to see you around the 14060 Khz watering hole. The 
little SMK20 is doing a very good job there, and I am having a blast with it.

I think I would go for an analog multimeter before the signal generator. 
There are so many time when the DMM just doesn't cut it. In fact, I would 
suggest that the analog meter is more useful than the DMM, but the fact of 
the matter is, DMMs are plentiful and cheap. Junk analog meters are 
available but decent ones are rare and expensive. And of course, part of 
the 'usual...' has to include an RF probe. This is #2 right after the 
meter, although the scope can serve this purpose. 


The counter is a 'nice to have’ but pretty far down in the list of utility. 
A wattmeter is definitely more useful, IMO, and one of those MFJ analyzers 
that not only counts, but measures impedance, SWR, capacitance and 
inductance is also a pretty neat thing. Pricey, but it covers a whole bunch 
of uses in one box. I would say it's even handier than a grid dipper, but 
if you really like the GDO, then MFJ has coils for the 269 that turn it into 
a dipper. It also can double as a (not very stable) signal generator. 


Basically, tho, once you have the meters, RF Probe, scope and some sort of 
signal source, you can pretty much measure anything. Sometimes it may take 
a bit of noodling to make the measurement, but everything else is just for 
convenience.
